New Motor 
Vehicle Act 
Is In Effect

The new motor vehicle act, 
which went into effect Thursday, 
has resulted in a “run" on local 
auto insurance agencies, and sev¬ 
eral of the agents have found 
it necessary to work overtime 
to take care of the rush of busi¬ 
ness. Which again goes to show 
that “it’s an ill wind,” etc. 

The new act requires that ev¬ 
ery person again.st whom judg¬ 
ment has been enterd for dam¬ 
ages involving negligence in an 
accident shall pay the judgment 
or have his license revoked, and 
requires that such person shall 
obtain liability insurance to the 
amount of $3000 for one person 
injured or killed and $10,000 for 
two, and $1000 property damage. 

While the law does not abso¬ 
lutely require the carrying of in¬ 
surance prior to an accident, the 
majority of motorists have been 
brought to realize the importance 
of such Insurance, and local in¬ 
surance men believe that a high 
per centage of car drivers will 
be protected within a short time. 

The new act creates the Cali¬ 
fornia Highway Patrol, a change 
that puts all traffic squads now 
operating as independent county 
units under a central head, com¬ 
pletely controlled by the state. 

Other important sections of the 
act provide that license plates ; 
.shall be displayed at least 24 | 
inches above the ground; that J 
persons whose licenses have been j 
revoked or su.spended to forward 
license plates to the Division of ! 
Motor Vehicies: cancels all oper- j

meanor to drive with glaring ’ 
headlights and requires court ap- ' 
pcarance in .such cases; makes it i 
unlawful for a nonresident to op- , 
crate a car in California for more 
than 30 days if he comes from 
a state not requiring an opera¬ 
tor’s license; makes it unlawful 
to decorate windshields with ! 
stickers and piasters; requires that 
a driver entering an intersection 
shall yield to a vehicle that al¬ 
ready has entered intersection; , 
relieves driver of re.sponsibility i 
for injury or death to riding | 
guests except where intoxication 
or gross negligence can be shown, |

pital-School where classes were 
held in the wards and various 
buildings on the grounds of the 
institution.

Walnut Fly 
Is Cause of 
Agitation 


Records of the Increase in the 
number of crippled children who 
have grasped and continued the 
educational facilities offered them 
at the Orthopaedic Hospital 
school for crippled children in 
Los Angeles make very interest¬ 
ing reading to friends in Sierra , 
Madre and prove conclusively' 
that the physically handicapped 
child is just as eager for an op¬ 
portunity to grow mentally as 
his more physically normal 
brother. 

The Los Angeles Board of Kdu- 
cation has always co-operated 
with this Institution in providing 
teachers to conduct classes at the 
bed-side for those that must re¬ 
main in the wards; among the 
more active patients who could 
gather into the little School room 
and even for high school work. 

In 1925 the first official grad¬ 
uation exercises were held in 
honor of nine boys and girls who 
received diplomas at the hands 
of Mrs. Margaret Sullivan Bon- 
adiman. These exercises started 
a new epoch in education w'ork 
for the many cripples of South¬ 
ern California. The following 
year the graduation class had 
increased to ten and more atten¬ 
tion was being focused upon the 
splendid records these children— 
some of them lying for months 
in bed —were producing. In 1927 
the cla.ss had again increased, 
this time to thirteen, and em¬ 
braced its first high school grad¬ 
uate. Ambitions were growing 
and many boys and girls who 
had never entertained an idea to 
continue wdth their high school 
courses, decided to have a try at 
It, so the increase in graduates 
was twenty-stx in 1928 and thir¬ 
ty-three in 1929. 

Up to a few months ago the 
center of all educational activity 
for the physically handicapped

LEMONS REACH HIGH 

PRICE IN THE EAST 


Sweltering eastern heat waves 
have brought the prices of Cali¬ 
fornia lemons to a height exceed¬ 
ing even the limits of the heavy 
war time demand, prices in Chi¬ 
cago reaching as high as $12 and 
,$13.50 a box, and continuing well 
over $8 and 9. 


/ A new chapter In California's 
warfare against injurious insects 
has been initiated in Los Angeles 
county in the campaign against 
the walnut fiy, a cousin to the 
Mediterranean fruit fly, believed ' 
to be almost as serious to the 
walnut Industry a.s the Mediter- | 
raneau fly is to the fruit and 
vegetable industry. The newest 
method of battle is described in ; 
the report of Cyril Gammon, of | 
the slate department of agricul- , 
ture, engaged in survey work in | 
the southern counties district. ; 

An entire grove of five acres | 
at Spadra belonging to Dr. Bil- ' 
ler has been covered with build- ! 
ing paper, the seams cemented | 
with cotton linters applied around 
the individual trees in order to ! 
keep the flies from emerging. ' 
The life cycle of the valnut fly ! 
is similar to that of the fruit i 
fly; the fly lays her eggs in the j 
husk of the walnut, the larvae ; 
fall to the ground and enter the ' 
soil to pupate, after which the ; 
fly emerges to continue its effort : 
to increase and multiply. 

With the entire orchard cov- '■ 
ered with the building paper, the 
fly when it emerges from the soil 
will meet only discouragement 
and starvation. Unable to ob¬ 
tain food or to reach the nuts 
on the trees for ovipositing, the 
life cycle of the insect will be 
broken and it is hoped the erad¬ 
ication will be complete. 

The work of mulching was 
completed in nine and a half 
days by a crew of ten men with 
a truck and a retort for melting 
the asphalt used in cemeting the 
seams. All four edges of the 
paper blanket covering the field 
were buried about six inches to 
prevent any wind getting under 
the paper. 

Adjacent trees w'ere sprayed 
with arsenate of lead and other 
trees were dusted with a 5 per 
cent dust of nicotine sulphate. 
The groves are to be dusted once 
each week in order to kill all 
adult flies before they can ovi¬ 
posit in the nuts. 


Heavy Increase 
In Automobile 
Deaths Noted 

An increase of more than 35 
per ceut in motor vehicle fatal¬ 
ities in Los Angeles city and 
county for the past seven months 
of 1929 over the same period of 
1928 is noted in provisional re¬ 
ports compiled by the Automobile 
Club of Southern California pub¬ 
lic safety department. The ac- , 
tual figures .show that last year' 
there were 312 deaths up to Aug. 
1, attributable to motor vehicle 
accidents, while this year during 
a similar period a total of 423 
is reported. Taking no account 
of the mental and physical suf¬ 
fering entailed thru this appall¬ 
ing record, the economic loss in 
the state involved approximates 
$40,000,000. 

Extra "Care of 
Children Needed 
On Highways 

August and September are the 
most hazardous months of the 
I year for children on the streets 
and highways, according to in- 
' vestigatlon by the National Safe- 
; ty Council. These are the sum- 
; mer vacation months when 
youngsters are more apt to play 
' and run carelessly in the streets 
; and when motor traffic is u.su- 
1 aly at its height. 

! The figures revealing this sit- 
' uation were assembled from acci- 
■ dent reports of forty-one cities 
I of the United States of more 
than 100,000 population for the 
year 1928. These records were 
considered representative for all 
cities in the country, indicating 
j clearly the most dangerous 
I months of the year from high 
I way accidents.

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Next Million Inhabitants 
In Los Angeles County 
Here in Next Four Years 


The following, which has been 
compiled by H. C. Parker, resid¬ 
ing on North Baldwin, will be of 
interest to people interested in 
real estate in Los Angeles Coun¬ 
ty. Mr. Parker is connected with 
Edwin G. Hart, Inc., of Los An¬ 
geles. 

The land valuations given are 
taken from the state comptrol¬ 
ler’s figures, and represent the 
assessed valuation of land in Los 
Angeles county, exclusive of im¬ 
provements. The population fig¬ 
ures are taken from the federal 
census and information furnished 
by the Los Angeles chamber of 
commerce. 

“The last million people," says 
Mr. Parker, “settled in Los An¬ 
geles county during the six year 
period between the years 1922 
and 1928. 

“The increase in population of 
the county, as a whole, and also 
of the city, has been at the rate 
of 9 % per cent per annum since 
1900, while the average increase 
in the population of the county 
since 1920 has been at the rate 
of 12 per cent per annum. 

“Although the percentage of 
increase in the land value does 
not follow accurately the increase 
in population due to the fact 
that the assessor is inclined to 
make his advances in value at 
longer intervals than the yearly 
period —still the increase in value 
follows closely the increase in 
population. Over a period of 28 
years there has been an average 
increase of 13.1 per cent per 
year, or a little over 3 per cent 
per year more than the increase 
in population. If the same per¬ 
centage of increase is experi- 
e.iced during the next few years, 
we should secure our next mil¬ 
lion in population within four 
years, and the second million in 
.seven years. 

"The rate of growth of popu¬ 
lation in Los Angeles and the 
surrounding districts is approx¬ 
imately the same. Although the 
number of people included in the 
population of Los Angeles City 
is somewhat greater than in the 
remainder of the county—if al¬ 
lowance is made for cities such 
as Wilmington, San Pedro, Eagle 
Rock, Van Nuys, Sawtelle, Sher¬ 
man, etc., which, although in¬ 
cluded in the area of the city are 
really suburban towns -it will be 
seen that the population of the 
county is divided about equally 
between the city proper and the 
remainder of the county. 

“The second table gives the 
average growth of the popula¬ 
tion of Los Angeles county, be¬ 
tween the years 1920 and 1928, 
as being 12 per cent per annum. 
The towns listed in this table 
show a growth greater than the 
average growth of the county for 
the period mentioned, running 
from 19 to 47 per cent per an¬ 
num. This list is incomplete as 
many of the towns showing the 
greate.st growth were not listed 
in the 1920 federal census. 
Roughly these towns may be said 
to lie in a circle, with a radius 
of approximately ten miles, hav¬ 


ing its center at Seventh and 
Broadway, Los Angeles. The 
rapid growth of these towms has 
forced the price of real property 
to a level beyond the reach of 
the man of small means. There¬ 
fore we may expect him to go a 
little farther out the next time 
he buys. This line of reasoning 
would indicate that the next pe¬ 
riod of active growth in Los An¬ 
geles county will show an abnor¬ 
mal increase in population of 
towns lying within a radius of 
ten to twenty miles from the 
center of population of the city, 
accompanied by a corresponding 
increase in land values in these 
districts. 

“While the average rate of 
growth has been remarkably 
steady over a long period of time 
there are periods of fast and 
slow growth. These periods of 
more than usually active growth 
have occurred every six years 
and it is indicated that we may 
expect another of these periods 
in 1929. In other words, we may 
expect half of our next million 
to settle in Los .Vngeles City 
proper and the other half to set¬ 
tle in the surrounding county 
territory, but the greatest per¬ 
cent of increase due to this sec¬ 
ond half will probably occur in 
suburban towms having good 
transportation facilities and lying 
within a radius of ten to twenty 
miles to the center of Los An¬ 
geles. 

“It seems very certain from 
the above figures that any land 
purchased in Los Angeles county 
at a reasonable price will, over a 
period of years, advance at a 
rate that will exceed interest and 
taxes, and that the owner of Los 
Angeles county real estate need 
not be alarmed because of a tem¬ 
porary inactive real estate mar¬ 
ket. As long as people continue 
to come to Los Angeles county 
the values are sure to increase, 
and as this increase has been 
continuing at an average rate of 
over 9 per cent per annum for 
fifty years, there seems to be no 
immediate likelihood that the 
growth of the country will fall 
below that figure for many years 
in .succession. j 

At the present date. Augu.st 1, | 
1929, the population figures for 
all of the cities in the county are 
not available. However, the in¬ 
crease in the permanent popula¬ 
tion of Los Angeles City for the 
first half of 1929 is given by the 
Eberle Economic Service as 65,- 
000. This is equivalent to a nor¬ 
mal increase of about 10 per cent 
per annum and should indicate 
that we are entering another 
cycle of active growth.”

Miik Lesson 
Interesting 
To Children 

“.Vrilhmetic «»f Milk" Heing; 
Taught in Sierra Madre 
Health School 


"How many quarts of milk 
make one chicken bone?” No, 
this is not a trick question. Only 
in essence the practical lesson 
in the “arithmetic of milk" which 
the children learn at the Sierra 
Madre Summer Health School as 
applied to themselves and their 
need of a daily quart a day for 
growth. 

The “drink milk” lesson is 
madt^ one of fascinating chemis¬ 
try under the direction of Miss 
Geraldine Berger, the dietician in 
charge of the class. A chicken 
bone is shown the children and 
its composition discussed. Then 
a gram of calcium is weighed 
out and placed beside a quart of 
milk. Interestingly the children 
learn that if they drink a quart 
of milk a day. they will have 
all the calcium their bones need 
daily for growing, which is one 
gram, the amount in the quart 
of milk. 

How a quart of milk a day 
may be taken is also a part of 
the practical les.son taught them 
by the dietitian. When told they 
may drink it plain, in milk shake 
or cocoa, and eat it in milk 
dishes such as soups, puddings, 
creamed vegetables and custards 
or in frozen milk desserts, milk 
takes on a new' attraction. 

The children make a regular 
report of their milk drinking to 
the dietitian. Human interest 
stories of the milk consumed by 
puppies, kittens, calves and the 
young things in the w'ild; the 
.source of milk in various coun¬ 
tries, the llama in Peru, the 
camel in Arabia, the goat in 
Italy, the yak in Tibet and the 
reindeer in Lapland, all add to 
the children’s interest in the con¬ 


sumption of their needed milk 
' supply. 

Creating the desire to drink 
milk is one of the important les¬ 
sons in health habit training at 
the Sierra Madre Summer Health 
School which is being sponsored 
by the local school board, Kiwan- 
is Club, Red Cross, Episcopal 
Club and other interested organ¬ 
izations and individuals, for un- 
denriourished children, and super¬ 
vised by the County Health De¬ 
partment and the Los Angeles 
County Tuberculosis and Health 
.\ssociation. 

Government to 
Aid in Beautify¬ 
ing Highways 

Taking on national propor¬ 
tions the campaign inaugurated 
by the Automobile Club of South¬ 
ern California to clean up and 
beautify the highways will re¬ 
ceive aid from the federal gov¬ 
ernment. .Congressional action a 
year ago recognized that road¬ 
side improvement was a proper 
use for the expenditure of fed¬ 
eral aid money. 

Nine state highway depart¬ 
ments are now joining Califor¬ 
nia in carrying on landscape 
work. Thruout the nation states 
are exercising their power to 
keep highway rights-of-way neat 
by eradicating advertising signs. 
Good appearance is a business 
asset and one demanded by mod¬ 
ern highway travel.

Complete 
Plansfor 
Blind Relief 

Thirty to Fifty Dollars Per 
Month to Elitfible j 
Persons 


The state department of social 
welfare has informed Governor 
C. C. Young that all plans have 
been completed for administering 
the new legislation giving state 
and county relief to needy aged 
and blind persons in California. 
This legislation became effective 
August 14. 

In all cases that have been in¬ 
vestigated, it was announced pay¬ 
ments to the blind will start at 
once. The bill providing reliaf 
for aged persons, however, does 
not permit payments until Jan- 
uaiy 1 , next. 

The bill for needy aged permits 
the payment of an amount not 
to exceed $30 a month to all who 
are eligible for aid. The bill for 
needy blind permits the payment 
of an amount not to exceed $50 
a month to all able to qualify. 
Payments are divided equally be- 
tw'een the state and county. 

The department estimates that 
betw'een 4000 and 5000 applica¬ 
tions for aid have been filed by 
aged persons and that it will be 
necessary to give aid to about 
3000 blind. 

That a school will be estab¬ 
lished at the San Gabriel dam 
site to accommodate the forty 
children living in the canyon is 
a recent announcement from the 
office of the County Board of 
Supervisors. The school will in¬ 
clude all the grammar grades.
